Lake Okeechobee now stands at 
16.1-feet (December 28th) above 
mean sea level. The maximum level 
considered desirable at any time is 
15.5 feet. The lake can be lowered 
to the 15.5-foot level by-mid Jan- 
uary if rainfall is normal and the 
present trend of lake-stage reduc- 

It was also explained that while 
the Army Engineers earlier pre- 
dicted that the level of Lake Okee- 
chabee would be lowered to the 
15.5-foot level by January ist, 
rainfall in the Kissimmee River 
Valley, with resulting increased in- 
flow to the lake, has«caused a de- 
lay of some 15 days in reaching the 
desired level. Heavy rainfall was 
general over the Kissimmee River 
Valley on November 25th, which 
caused inflow'to the lake to rise to 
nearly 3.000 cubic feet a second 
more than would have resulted had 
the rain storm not occured. Present 
inflow to the lake totals 6,590 cubic 
feet a second, as compared to total 


outflow of 12,200, Schull stated.

“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
name as herein defined, without and unless said fictitious name 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under a fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks 
in some newspaper. as defined by law in the county where said 
registration is to be made, and said registration shall not be ac- 
cepted ‘by the clerk of the circuit court except upon receiving 
proof of such publication.”
